B. Rhodes nnd W. Caldwell, 
Oregon, #125,000 between them ; Kaiser 
Laoson and Padre Lioatond, two Italians 
who have been In the Klondike 11 years, 
$80,000 each; J. Sinclair, Port Hnuey, 
#10,000; H. Maitlnnd Kersey, general 
manager of the Yukon Steamship Co., 
collection of nuggets in trust, valued at 
#25,000. There were many other small 
spins. 

Navigation on the Yukon is stopped, 
and steamers have cut rates to, in some 
cases, #5 and #5.50 from Skagway to 
Vancouver. The Skagway railway is 
now built to White Horse City, and the 
lirst freight was carried last Monday. 

The amount of wealth to come out has 
been much underestimated by govern- 
ment officials, says the captain of the 
Fastuet. This will bo proved in .Tnnu- 
ary, when 10,000 people will take passage 
from Skagway for home. 

Mr. Muitland Kersey claims that there 
will be a tremendous rush next season.

Winnipeg, Oct. 3— (Special)— Sir Wil- 
liam Van Home, president of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, and his party of 
friends, arrived from Montreal at 12;i!0 
to-day. The party includes Dr. Peterson, 
principal of McGill university; W. W. 
Ogilvie, of the Ogilvio Milling Co.; It. B. 
Angus, and E. B. Osier, M. P., of To- 
ronto. Interviewed, Sir William said: 

" We will go through to the Pacific 
coast over the main line, and on our re- 
turn will inspect the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway. That line will be open for 
trnitic to Nelson as soon as it reaches 
Kootenay lake, which will be by the end 
of this month. By that time all freight 
consigned to Southern Kootenay points 
will be sent over the Crow's Nest Pass 
line, being freighted by boats to Nelson. 

" Work on the Boundary creek line is 
making good progress, but the country 
is very heavy, and presents many difli; 
culties for railway construction. 

" We have now one of the greatest 
railways on the continent in point of 
safety and comfort. Since tiie line was 
opened for traffic between Winnipeg and 
North Bay, we have spent nearly 
#11,000,000 in making the roadbed per- 
manent, and we are well satisfied with 
the result. Travellers often wonder 
where we get all the money to spend in 
these improvements along the north 
shore. They see #50,000 going in at out- 
point, #100,000 at another, and no traffic 
along the way to help us out. It is like 
maintaining a bridge 1,200 miles long. 
That is a point overlooked by the people 
of the Northwest. There is a great 
national highway to keep up to a high 
standard, but we are pleased to be in a 
position to say Unit we are now getting 
some help, in the way of traffic at. points 
where we received uo return in the past. 
This is of importance, as it makes the 
burdens at other points lighter." 

Sir "William intimated that a fast, train 
service from coast to coast would soon 
be inaugurated.

and the welfare of the men, that they 
should be in open tents in a climate- 
where during the winter they can drill 
and can have free open-air exercise. To 
put the troops in buildings in the large.' 
cities in the north would, iu a measure, 
deprive thoin of the necessary drill, dis- 
cipline and practice essential for fitting 
soldiers for active service in the field. 
Moreover, the discipline of troops near 
small towns can be maintained very 
much better and more effectually than, 
near large cities. The troops, therefore, 
will be quartered in the middle Southern 
states, where they can live in tents, as 
provided by plans of the quartermaster- 
general, which gives stoves to the tents..

THE PEACE COMMISSION. 

Prospect That the Work in Paris May 
Be Completed Within an Month. 

Paris, Oct. •'!. — To-day's session of the 
peace commission lasted until four o'clock 
at. which hour the commissioners ad- 
journed, to meet at two_2lelock next 
Friday afternoon, such interval being de- 
sirable and necessary to allow consid- 
eration by each commission of matters 
requiring such course before being pre- 
sented to the joint commission. The in- 
terval will thus be filled with work by 
each commission and ultimate results 
be. facilitated. The secretary of the 
Spanish commission will arrive to-night 
and the interval will also be employed by 
thc secretaries jointly in maturing plans 
for the work and procedure. .The opin- 
ion is now held that the work of the 
commissions may be finished within a 
month from the present time. 

While it is the general impression 
that to-day again the meeting was de- 
voted to preliminaries, and that the ad- 
journment to Friday was taken only to 
enable the secretary to draw up a sched- 
ule of work, the representative of the 
Associated Press learns that the ses- 
sion was highly important, and that the 
Americans have made demands of such 
character the Spaniards found it neces- 
sary to ask for adjoin anient in order to 
enable them to consult; with the govern- 
ment at Madrid. It is believed that the 
question concerns the Philippines and 
it is known that the Americans are high- 
ly pleased at having so soon reached 
what they consider a very important 
phase of the negotiations and consider 
the two sessions thus far held as very 
satisfactory to America. The fact that 
a member of the commission expressed 
the belief that the work would be com- 
pleted within a mouth indicates a happy 
frame of mind. 

In the Spanish camp great hopes are 
built on what they believe General Mer- 
ritt would advise, namely that the Fili- 
pinos are incapable of self-government 
and that the whole situation does not 
warrant America in taking the respon- 
sibility for the entire Philippines, The 
Spaniards are quite ready to give what- 
ever America asks in the way of coal- 
ing stations but will resist more to the 
verge of a renewal of hostilities, 



FRENCH AFRICAN POLICY. 

The Explorer De Brazza Suggests Thai 
It Is to Secure Freedom 
of Truffle. 

Paris, Oct. ,'3.— Major de Brazza, the 
well-known French explorer, speaking on 
Sunday at a meeting at Bordeaux wel- 
coming Lioatard, who has just returned 
from the Congo, said that Major Mar- 
chand's mission had just crowned a 
work that had been pursued for 11 years. 
France was thereby enabled to assist in 
settling the Nile question. He instanced 
the neutrality of the Congo- waterway, 
which had been regulated by the inter- 
vention of the powers. 

M. de Brazza proceeded to glorify the 
act of Berlin, which, he said inaugurated 
the principles of a new land founded on 
freedom of trade and free navigation of 
the great rivers of Africa. The Bpeech 
is important, as it suggests that France 
will profess to be the champion of the 
open door in Africa., as England has done 
in China.

Dominion and the 
United Stales: (2) that in the presence 
of adverse conditions prevailing during 
a fire, such as a high wind or head way 
gained owing to the lire being out a dis- 
tance, or highly Inflammable nature of 
the burning material, or all these com- 
bined, tho means wherewith to combat 
a lire under such conditions are alarm- 
ingly insufficient; ami (3) that the fire 
protection at present afforded to certain 
large sections of the city, where many 
line residences have been erected, is for 
the most part either absolutely nil or 
subject to alteration in the case of fire 
by leaving valuable property in the cen- 
tre of the city without protection; there- 
fore we, the undersigned assessed prop- 
erty owners in the city, are of opinion 
that the time has more than arrived 
when greater protection from lire should 
be provided, und when the necessary 
steps to secure same should he taken 
without delay. Your petitioners would, 
therefore, pray your honorable body to 
introduce and pass u by-law for the vote 
of the electors thereon, to raise, by way 
of loan upon the credit of the municipal- 
ity, u sum not exceeding $20,000 for this 
purpose."

| the fire wardens presented a report in 
J reference to Chief Deasy's report read 
ut the previous week's meeting, and 
I recommended the advisability of raising 
j .$20.01)0 for the purpose of increasing the 
orrospond- 1 efficiency of the lire department by the 
purchase of the undermentioned appar- 
atus and equipment:

Sev- 
eral were deputized and if new outbreaks 
occur much bloodshed will likely result. 
At a late hour last night the streets were 
crowded with people. The masked men 
hid themselves. About SO negroes de- 
clare they will die before they leave 
town.

LOQUACIOUS MR, MARTIN, 

Mr. Joseph Martin is growing loqua- 
cious, and the longer he remains away 
from home the more freely and reckless- 
ly he expresses himself. Mr. Martin 
1ms made up his mind that, in the event 
of it new election, Mr. Turner and his 
friends cannot carry a single seat. If he 
thinks so, the wonder is that he and his 
colleagues have not. long since advised 
the Lieutenant-Governor to dissolve the 
house. He knows that the government 
-will not have a majority In the new 
house, and in fact ill his Winnipeg inter- 
views frankly admitted it. This being 
the case, it is absurd to meet the house 
and go through the form of being de- 
feated. The advantages of the plan 
adopted is that it secures for Mr. Mar- 
tin and his colleagues six or eight months 
Of office. If they felt the confidence in. 
an appeal to the people, which Mr. Mar- 
tin expresses, they would have insisted 
upon a dissolution as a condition on which 
alone they would consent to take office. 
Such a request could not very well have 
occn refused. The Lieutenant-Governor 
himself is on record as saying that neith- 
er Mr. Turner nor Mr. Semlin could 
command a majority of the house. That 
was why he sent for Mr. Benven. lie 
was logically bound to grant Mr. Sem- 
lin a dissolution, if he had asked for 
it, and we may feel very sure that if 
that gentleman aud his colleagues had 
felt sure of sweeping the country they 
would have asked for it. But they knew 
belter. They knew perfectly well that 
the feeling of indignation over the dis- 
missal of Mr. Turner is such that the 
people would reject the men who are by 
the necessities of the case the apologists 
for it. as they are the beneficiaries of 
it. Hence they preferred the bird in the 
hand to the flock in the bushes, and 
were content with a term of ofllee for a 
few months and to trust to luck for 
what might develop before it becomes 
absolutely necessary to face the voters. 
It is now too Inte.in a constitutional sense, 
to talk of dissolution, until the legislature 
"bus met. 

Mr. Martin's remark about, financial 
aid to the province from the Dominion 
was one of those things which would 
be better left unsaid, because it is like- 
ly to he misunderstood. If what Mr. 
Martin meant was that the province 
needs no financial assistance for purely 
-provincial purposes, his remark was ful- 
ly justified; hut it will not be so under- 
stood. The demand, which has been 
made for financial assistance- to British 
Columbia, was not to help the province 
out of difficulties, but as a compensa- 
tion for the immense amount paid into 
Ifce federal treasury over and above 
• -what has been expended on public works 
and in connection with the federal gov- 
ernment here. It was not asked as a 
favor but. was claimed as a right. There 
was no request that the money should be 
turned over to the provincial govern- 
ment, but the suggestion was made and 
pressed that, the two governments should 
co-operate in carrying out a system of 
internal development projects. This was 
•one of the planks in Mr. Turner's plat- 
form, and it must have been in respect 
to this that. Mr. Martin was questioned. 
No one ever suggested that any assist- 
ance should he extended to the province 
in any other way. Mr. Martin's declara- 
tion that he knows of no way in which 
help can ho given and that the province 
is not in want of assistance will cer- 
tainly hi? cited against British Columbia, 
when a claim is put forward in its be- 
half. It recalls the observation of the 
Victoria Times, made when the Colonist 
was urging the claims of the province 
previous to the elections. We do not 
recall the exact phraseology, but it was 
to (he effect that the demand must be 
Opposed. Air. Martin's loquacity is un- 
fortunate, except: Unit there is some ad- 
vantage in knowing that, as far as he 
•can speak for the government, there is 
no chance of the claims of British Co- 
lumbia for fair play being urged at 
Ottawa. 



TOIXT ROBERTS. 

If, as appears likely, the Canada- 
Alaska boundary is to ho settled by 
compromise, it would he well for the 
Canadian commissioners to ask for a 
surrender of Point Roberts by the Unit- 
ed States. 

This little piece of territory is of no 
possible value to that country and is not 
of much use to Canada, hut it is in the 
way and as there is no means by which 
it. can be carried away and attached 
to some other part of the United States, 
it ought to he given to Canada. Its 
possession is of some importance in con- 
nection with the salmon fishery. 

Wo do not know whether the provin- 
cial government has drawn the atten- 
tion of the Canadian cabinet to the de- 
sirability of having this matter included 
in any boundary settlement, that may 
be made, but it is not too late now to 
do so. Then- is no question as to tin 
title of the United States to the point. 
It. is a part: of the continent and is south 
of (he 49th parallel and hence belong: 
to that country under the terms by which 
the international boundary was fixed. 



Till; VOTING! POWER. 

A correspondent writes upon (he quali- 
fications of voters, taking the view that 
undue Influence is given by law to the 
owners of real (-stale. 'flier.' is very 
•much in what he says, for it is alto- 
gi (her a mistaken idea that, the owner- 
ship of a piece of ground gives a man 
tiny more interest iii a community than 
'he would otherwise have.' On certain 
classes of expenditure it: would lie un- 
reasonable to give anyone except owners 
of real estate a vole. For instance, it. 
would be absurd to permit a man who 
is (he yearly tenant of a house on a 
•street to vote lo place an indebtedness 
against the premises under the local 
improvement plan. But as a general 
proposition, the mun who lives in a city 
with his family is just as much interest- 
ed in promoting its welfare and in keep- 
ing down taxes, whether he owns land 
or does not own it. If he rents a house, 
he pays the taxes on It. The landlord, 
■in fixing the rent, allows for interest, -in- 
surance, repairs and (axes. There are 
■cases where, for exceptional reasons, 
rents are fixed at amounts lower thnn 
these charges amount to, but the tule 
Biolds good usually.

MONS. DE ROUGEMOXT. 

M. de Bnugemont is (he literary lion 
of the hour in Great. Britain. All the 
leading papers have editorials on him. 
One of them says either he is the most 
amazing liar or he has had the most 
amazing experiences of any man whom 
the world has ever known. 'The British 
Association takes him seriously and In 
has been invited to read papers before 
various learned societies. He has been 
brought forward by Sir George Xewnes. 
the great London publisher, who pro- 
poses to expend what money is necessary 
(o test the truth of his alleged experi 
ences. 

In brief, M. de Kougemont's story e 
that in ISlio he left, his home in Kranei 
and became a pearl fisher in the Indies. 
His vessel was carried away by a storm 
and wrecked on a small island oft til 
northern coast of Australia, he being 
cast ashore with only a dog for a com 
panion. He lived for some time without 
human associates, but at length a storm 
drove a raft ashore and on the raft 
were some Australian natives, with 
whom he lived for some months, the 
whole party ultimately making their way 
to (he mainland. Here he married first 
a young girl, but on the second day of 
his honeymoon exchanged her for (inothci 
man's wife. He lived with this woman 
until her death, which was upward: 
twenty-five years later. For the first 
year or so he endeavored to make hi 
way to civilization, but after that aban- 
doned the idea and settled down to 
very contented life with a cannibal tril 
in the inferior, finally becoming their 
king. His wife and children having 
succumbed to an epidemic of influenza 
ho resolved to abandon his savage life 
and was escorted by a party of his sub 
jects to the white settlements, lie modi 
his way to London after a series of 
vicissitudes, themselves sufficiently ro 
mantic lo make an ordinary life interest 
ing. 

Incidental but: very interesting fen 
hires of his adventures were the finding 
of vast numbers of pearls, which he bur 
ied, the discovery of extremely rich al- 
luvial and quartz deposits of gold, and 
the exploration of a very extensive, but 
wholly unoccupied, region of high fer- 
tility in what lias been hitherto supposed 
to he a desert. Some of the incidents of 
his adventures are of such a nature as 
would hardly he looked for anywhere 
except on the stage or in one of Clark 
Russell's sea stories, and it is these 
which lead the critics lo suggest that 
he is simply an impostor. On the other 
hand, he stands the most rigid cross- 
examinations by the best-informed geo- 
graphers, of the day, which he could 
hardly do if he was "indebted (o his 
imagination for his facts." He says 
that, what he tells can be readily sub- 
stantiated, and as a guarantee of his 
good faith he is prepared to lend an ex- 
pedition to the country of the canni- 
bals. If the story is (rue, the discover- 
ies made are valuable and will revolu- 
tionize the conditions of the portion of 
the Island Continent to which they re 
late. 



His Worship the Mayor favors us with 
a letter on the question at issue between 
the city council and the school board. 
It seems a pity that the suggestion was 
not accepted that was made to the school 
hoard to settle the legal questions 
upon which the two bodies differ in time 
to have the law amended, if an amend- 
ment is necessary to secure an efficient 
school service, without trenching upon 
the revenue required by the city for 
other purposes. While wc say this, we 
at the same time think that, if the addi- 
tional amount of money needed by the 
school board is only $2,o9.j.;50, the coun- 
cil would act wisely to provide it, especi- 
ally as the Mayor says they probably 
would have done so, if asked only for 
this amount in the fust place. Let the 
bills he paid first, and the legal point he 
seitled afterwards. These bills will 
hare to he paid in (he end, and the 
money will come out of the pockets of 
(he taxpayers. If there is any delay 
about the payment, (here will be inter- 
est and costs added. The Colonist has 
no objection to make to tin; council's 
insisting upon keeping within the law, 
1 ut it wants lo avoid anything like 
repudiation of legal liabilities, the incon- 
venience of the employees of the school 
board from being kept. out. of their 
money, and the piling up of costs against 
the city. 

According to an Knstern paper, there 
has been only one year since confedera- 
tion when Canada has had a surplus— 
that is, when the receipts from all 
sources actually exceeded the expendi- 
ture—and this was in 1873, when there 
was a surplus of $42,083. In every 
other year more money has been spent 
(han has been received, in (he shape of 
revenue, into the treasury. The smallest 
over-expenditure was in 18C0, and was 
$09,328; the largest, was in 1884, ami 
was $23,223,'447. Altogether the over- 
expenditures have reached $104,840,220, 
from which, if the solitary surplus he 
deducted, there will he left $104,807,184, 
which is the increase of the public debt 
since .Inly 1. 1807. The ovor-cxpondt- 
ture during (he last fiscal year was (he 
smnilest for live years, but if was ex- 
ceeded in every year since confederation 
except ten. All these vast sums have 
been expended for railways, canals and 
other public works. 

The Times says that the Colonist has 
not yet expressed its opinion as to what 
would be a sufficient ground for the dis- 
missal of a ministry. That is quite 
true. The Colonist has been devoting 
its attention to an endeavor to find out 
on what, grounds the Turner ministry 
was dismissed, and has not been paying 
any attention to abstract propositions. 
But this much it. may say. that, if the 
reason for dismissing Mr. Turner was 
that he had not a majority of the house, 
Mr. Semlin ought also to be forthwith 
dismissed, tor Mr. Attorucy-Goncrul 
Martin has publicly slated that, they 
cannot count on a majority. 

Mr. Joseph Martin has resolved to dis- 
solve the house if (he government 
which he belongs is defeated. Mr. Mar- 
tin is taking rather more upon himself 
than the law allows. Possibly ho has 
been informed by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor that a dissolution will be granted 
under the circumstances mentioned, but 
we will not. believe this until we have 
some proof of il.

REMARKABLE ESCAPES. I 
Remarkable escapes from instant death 
were had recently by two workmen on 
the line of the Uobson-Pentieton branch 
of the Columbia & Western railway, 
now in course of construction. Neither 
of them, strange lo say, were due to 
carelessness in handling powder, hut in I 
both of them the victim fell headlong | 
down the steep mountain sides. A man 
named Pureed, while striking a drill on 
a high ledge, on Burns & Jordan's sub- 
contract, about four miles below Brook- 
lyn, on Lower Arrow lake, lost his bal- 
ance and fell down the precipice. The 
sheer fall was about. .SO feet, and he then 
roned nearly 200 feet further. Hi; was 
taken- to " the company's hospital in 
Brooklyn, and a careful examination 
showed that no hones were broken. He 
received seven wounds on the head, but 
Dr. Dutton, the smgeon, states that lie 
will recover. William D. Johnson was 
also working at a high elevation on the 
contract of Olaf Olson. L'11 miles out of 
Brooklyn, towards Christina lake, when 
he lost his balance and fell backward 
about 25 feet. He received serious 
wounds on the head, and his right fore- 
arm was broken. As he could not stand 
the jolting of a freighting wagon, he 
was curried the entire 'J.'l miles to Brook- 
lyn on a stretcher, the job requiring the 
services of seven able-bodied men. He 
will recover. 

GREEXWOOD. 
One hundred men and 25 teams at 
work grading streets, half as many 
more employed by the waterworks com- 
pany, and quite a force engaged in con- 
structing a (him to supply water for an 
electric light plant are among the first 
sights that impress a stranger on his ar- 
rival in Greenwood, in the Boundary dis- 
trict.

Before snow flies, Greenwood will have 
all modern conveniences, such as water, 
light and sewers, and her citizens living 
as easy and comfortable as those of any 
city in British Columbia. Building has 
been somewhat retarded by lack of car- 
penters, but the timely arrival of quite 
a number of men has allowed contractors 
to get on with the work in hand, al- 
though they are kept busy estimating for 
new work.

a life-raft. The Josie was purchased in 
Seattle, ami arrived in tow of the tug 
New England. She is expected to make 
about 10 knots per hour.

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THE SIRDAR'S EARLY LIFE. 

There are few officers ot present In (he 
British army whose careers present so 
many features of Interest, romance, as 
that of .Sir Horatio Herbert Kitchener, 
K.C.B., K.C.M.G., major-general of the 
British nrmy, nnfl Sirdar or comander-ln- 
chlef of the Khedive's forces In Egypt, 
To begin with, Ills rise has been pheno- 
menally rapid. He is only -17 years old, 
with '-'1 years' service. He did not reach 
the rank of captain until 1883, so that In 
a period of 15 years he has passed succes- 
sively through the grades of major, llcuten- 
nnt-colonel. and colonel, to that of major- 
general. The SIrdnr was born In 1851, and 
Is the son of the late Colonel H. H. Kit- 
i .lienor, formerly of the nth regiment, now 
the Nprfolf regiment and of Crossing- 
ton. Leicestershire. Young Kitchener ob- 
tained his commission In 1871, and was 
gazetted lieutenant In the Uoval Engineers, 
with which corps he served for three years. 
In 187-1 Lieutenant Kitchener joined the 
survey of Western Palestine, under Major 
Conder. In July, 1875, the party was 
attacked by a number of natives, who 
were driven off with much difficulty, and 
several of Lieutenant Kitchener's com- 
panions wcro wounded. He soon retained 
to England, and until 1S77 was engaged 
In plotting out the map of Palestine for 
the exploration fund committee. In the 
same year he went back to Palestine, ex- 
ecuted (he whole of the survey of Gali- 
leo, and In 187S he was despatched to 
Cyprus to organize the local courts there. 
A period of sen-Ice as British vice-consul 
at Erzeroum followed, and until then 
Lieutenant Kitchener again visited Cyprus, 
making a survey of the entire Island. 

So far, It will be observed that young 
Kitchener had had little experience of a 
military character, but from 1882 onwards 
he was to have enough and to snare. In 
Hint vear, learning that an Egyptian army 
was to be organized, he volunteered his 
services and was given the rank of major 
of cavnlrv. a somewhat curious transition 
from the' rank of lieutenant of Engine 
In 1RSH he attained the rank of captain 
In the British army. In the following year 
Captain Kitchener performed some very 
daring services. He volunteered to go 
nlone and In disguise among the Arabs 
for (he purpose of finding out their Inten- 
tions. Attired in the i'r«~s of an Arab, 
ami speaking the longtime t<> perfectlo 
he was enabled to go iim-ns the nntlv 
unharmed, and the ulfn"llH "u\ dangerous 
mission upon which he had been sent was 
carried out with complete success.

Opt. George Roberts has always been 
looked upon as one of the most fortunate 
of northern navigators — fortunate ht that 
the steamers of which he has command 
invariably do a good business. When 
lie had the Willapa, she always went out 
with a full complement of passengers, 
and came back equally as well loaded. 
It was the same with the City of Seattle, 
and now his latest command, the Dirigo, 
seldom arrives from the North with any 
vacant passenger accommodation. The 
Dirigo arrived from Skagway, Dyea and 
Wrangel on Sunday, and, as usual, was 
crowded with passengers. Quite a num- 
ber were recent arrivals from Dawson, 
leaving the Klondike capital on the 
steamer Canadian on September 13, and 
the Ora on September 14. The Colum- 
bian was to leave a few days later on 
her last trip of the season, and then, with 
the Canadian, will go into winter quar- 
ters at Fort Selkirk. Unless there is a 
mild spell, the other steamers will have 
to follow the example very shortly; in 
fact, it is quite possible that the boats 
have already stopped running. The Ora 
and Canadian passed through consider- 
able Hunting ice, which was running out 
of the White and Pelly rivers. 

There was considerable gold on ' the 
Birigo, Purser Lafunge having $75,000 
in his safe belonging to the passengers, 
and a gentleman who came down said 
• hut he knew of $50,000 more, so there 
was close on $150,000 all told. A good 
deal of this belonged to Dlincan McDon- 
ald, the owner of 22 Eldorado. Another 
mining operator was H. Cecil, who has 
claims on Dominion creek. -Messrs. Cecil 
and McDonald are on their way to Lon- 
don. 

Among the Victorians on the boat were 
II. Siebenbaum, formerly of the Palace 
saloon, who went up on the first trip of 
the Danube, connecting with the Yu- 
koner at St. Michael, taking in a lot of 
goods, which he sold in less than a 
mouth at a good profit, and started for 
home with the proceeds in gold dust. Mr. 
.1. L. Smith, of the Province Cigar Co., 
also returned. He took a lot of cigars 
to Dawson. Messrs. Fisher Brothers, of 
Metchosin, who have been working for 
the Cassiar Central railway, came down 
for the winter, bringing the company's 
pack train of 50 mules. 

When off Taku, the Dirigo struck an 
iceberg. The vessel was not damaged. 

A double tragedy was enacted on the 
banks of the Ilootalinqua river a short 
time ago, according to Mr. C. Wain, one 
of the passengers. The others had not 
heard of it. The victims of the tragedy, 
according to Mr. Wain, were Xavier 
Lauzon and — Leclaire. Leclaire was 
killed by Lauzon, and the murderer, in 
attempting to escape, was shot down by 
his companions, the members of a party 
from Quebec, who are on their way to 
Dawson. Lauzon had lost his money 
in gambling, and had threatened to 
avenge himself by killing Leclaire. One 
morning the members of the parly awoke 
to fiud Leclaire dead. He had been 
slabbed while asleep. Lauzon, who had 
threatened to take Leclaire's life, was 
missing. The other members of the 
parly, including Lauzon's brother, start- 
ed out to follow up the murderer. He 
was overtaken nnd was on his way back 
to camp, when he made a break for lib- 
erty. In un instant guns were raised, 
triggers pulled, nnd justice had been 
cheated. Lauzon came from Point 
Levis, and Leclaire from Three Rivers. 

Lute Dawson papers chronicle the find- 
ing of a quartz ledge at the head of 
Dominion creek by Mr. W. J. Partridge, 
late proprietor of the Australian hotel 
in this city. The assays show $9.60 in 
gold and $11.40 in silver. Mr. Partridge 
sold a four-fifth interest in his claim to 
the North American Trading & Trans- 
portation Co. 

Some very good clean-ups were made 
as the result, of summer sluicing on El- 
dorado and Bonanza creeks, while the 
men who have bench claims on French 
hill are all doing well. A good deal of 
preparatory work has been done on Do- 
minion and Sulphur, and with lots of 
previsions and labor, an immense clean- 
up should be made next year, particular- 
ly should the royalty be decreased. Mr. 
Cecil says Commissioner Ogilvie has al- 
ready brought about a change for the 
belter, and is now busy gathering infor- 
mation respecting the charges and 
rumors about the government officials. 
They may say there was no ground for 
the rumors, said Mr. Cecil, but there 
certainly was a condition prevailing that 
would not have been tolerated in any 
other British colony.

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AN AMERICAN OPINION. 

T £he Originator of the White Puss Roads 
On the Quebec Conference 
Proposals. 

General George A. Brackett, the orig- 
inator of tiho White- Pass rail and wagon 
roads, nnd the enterprising American 
who has done perhaps more than any 
•other man toward promoting the devel- 
opment of the far Northern country, 
arrived lore from the East yesterday 
morning, on his way back to Slcagway, 
the head and centre of his large busi- 
ness interests. It was at Chicago that 
ho first heard of the reputed intention 
of the Quebec commission: to transfer 
to the British either Dyea or Skugway 
of the Lynn Canal ports, with right of 
, passage through the territory interven- 
ing to the mountains, in return for the 
cessation of pelagic sealing by the Brit- 
ish and the abandonment of their claim 
to the disputed territory on the Alaskan 
■frontier. 

As yet, Mr. Uraekett declared last 

night, he cannot accept the press reports 
as authentic information as to the plans 

• and intentions of the commission, and 
speaking as an American ■citizen— with- 

■out regard whatever to his own railway 
and other interests in tbe North— lie can 

■see no middle course possible in the mat- 
ters under arbitration. 
The question, he thought, is one of 

^interpretation, not of •compromise, nnd 

■certainly the representatives of the 
United States at the conference should 
not for the purpose of facilitating the 

vends of north Atlantic coast states null 
statesmen make a sacrifice of Pacific 
interests. 

He had heard recently, Mr. Brackett 
> said, that an old Russzam Hsoundary ipost 
had been located not so very tar from 
Skagwny. This he did not verify, but 
it being the case would have an import- 
ant bearing in determining the point at 
issue. 

To hold the land to which they .are 
entitled, regardless of petty 'political pur- 
poses, should be the determination of 
every American statesman. D.f America's 
claim is just — there should certainly 'be 
no weak-kneed disposition toward con- 
cession, as in the transfer to the British 
of such a port as Skagway, .destined 
very soon to possess iniiultiely more com- 
mercial importance than Victoria, Port- 
land or even Seattle. If the boot were 
on the other leg Americans might rest 

. assured that there would foe no such con- 
cession on the part of the British. 

As far as the wagon road and the rail- 
way were concerned, Mr. Brackett -says 
lie has only to fear in the proposed eon- 

. cessions that private rights, inadvertent- 

. ly or otherwise, will not be sufficiently 
safeguarded. For example his company 
have acquired peculiar charter rights 

;,fr«u the United States government, ex- 
tending as far as the present boundary 
line. Should the ribbon of territory 

i traversed by the road built under these 
•charters be transferred to Canada with- 

- out express conditions as to the respect- 
ing of existent private rights, it might 
he a very serious business for himself 

.. and his associates. As to the traflie, 
he. did not think it would be in any way 
Affected. The only difference would be 

■!that Victoria and Vancouver would se- 
cure a part of the trade now enjoyed 
chiefly by Seattle and Taconia. 

SOLDIERLY MULES. 

. A- Pack Train That Learned to Koow 
the Bugle Call.

Mr. Durand 
is the. famous pack-train man of Mon- 
tana, and he has just returned from 
Glenora, where he has ben working his 
train of-.'lOO horses all summer on the 
Stikine-iTeslin trail, where he has been 
i"tt«*«we^*n»the Hudson's Bay Co. 

The JIuds»j'„ Ray Co. had the con- 
tract for packing to Teslin the 200 tons 
of supplies for- the Yukon force, and it 
was iirihis work that the Durand train 
was engaged. Mr. Durand is a French- 
Canadian and there were several French- 
inen.i inlibis employ, and of one of his 
French foremen he tells the following 
good story; 

With/every train of mules packing the 
soldiers' -nupplics a squad of warriors 
went to assist in packing and unpacking 
the beasts. In crossing the swamps the 
mules , would often lose their footing and 
fall in -JJie mire. It then became the 
soldiers' duty to unpack the fallen mule, 
get it on iits feet and pack it again, the 
entire train standing still while this un- 
; pleasant .work was being performed. 
WbeniltbS bugler, following close behind 
the train, would note that an animal 
was. dowp, he would blow a blast on the 
Pbugle to call up the struggling squad to 
; ntteud to the mule's case, and when it 
was again properly packed, the bugler 
•would ■, ring ; a bell as a signal for the 
rtra in -to-.-go ahead. 

This, system worked all right on the 
rtrip 'towards Teslin, but when the first 
•train in had • returned to the soldiers' 
camp after the second load, the train 
was in charge of an irate Frenchman, 
Who proceeded to sail into the astonished 
Major Bliss in a manner much like this: 
■"'Sucre, -you, "Mr. Ollicer ! What you 
mean ? You spoil my pack train! When 
I go into "Teslin, you send sojers with 
my -train. My" horse get down, your sol- 
dier -"loot-toot ' on bugle — sojers come, 
they get my horse up— they ring a bell, 
' ting-a-ling-a-ling,' my train go ahead. 
That's all right. -Come back, sojers no 
come. My horse get down, he wait to 
hear bugle ' toot-toot,' he wait to hear 
' ling-a-'ling-n-ling,' no hear, no get up! 
Your d—d sojers spoil- my pack train."

Vox 
years It has l>eea- (joint on in the cabinet 
chambers of. Europe, and the supposition 
has been that a complete understanding 
between the continental powers was reach- 
ed with the .formal partition of a few 
years ago, when, by mutual agreement, 
spheres of. action were assigned to different 
states. Agreements of this kind, how- 
ever, are .pmictloally valueless unless guar- 
anteed by foici', and while It Is not likely 
that England will have to tight in order 
to retain her - share of the lake region, 
the >lncldents<>of the lat>t few weeks have 
demonstartod tiait it Is necessary she 
should be'reaily to do so; otherwise France 
will unhesitatingly walk Into the disputed 
(territory «aud bold It with French forts 
.and garrisons. 

The British possessions In Africa 
■ already .extensive, but when the late tc- 
,glon Is 'ocoupied, as In nil probability 
will be within a year, the territory 
the British will far surpass, both lu dimen- 
sions and In value, that of any other Eu 
ropenn nation; and, in fact, will lack little 
of being worth more Hum all the rest 

• together. The former idea of Africa, an 
idea wiilchi was encountered by the sc'len- 
itlfle authorities, presented the Dark Con- 
tinent as a land of deserts, almost vniriha- 
d)ltvd"nnd' uninhabitable. The interior nvas 
explored, - and, save by rumor and the 
reports of traders of the coast, was 1111- 

iknown. The coast merchants penetrated 
only a few miles Into the Interior, receiving 
their goods from others, who themselves 
did not penetrate the mysteries of the 
'Continent, but dealt with merchants and 
factors still further Inland 

In ancient times there were reports and 
traditions of lakes at the source of tl 
Nile, •hut' until very recently thes • stories 
were treated as Idle tales not worthy o 
serious attention. Towards the middle o 
the present century the notice of netontln 
1 people began to be attracted by the enor- 
mous quantities or Ivory, the tusks of e 
pliant and the teeth of hippopotami, vrlii 
came from the interior. These animals, 
'reasoned the scientists, cannot live 
sandy deserts, there must be forests and 
waters and an abundance of both to ■mn- 
duee the enormous quantity of Ivory which 
en mo to the coast. Reasoning from th 
premises, therefore, the scientific men e 
eluded that the Interior of Africa must 
be a different country from what bad been 
supposed, and it wns to verify the reason- 
ing of the scientists that several of the 
most important expeditions to Central Af- 
rica were undertaken. The problem of (lie 
Nile's resources is not modern. Eighteen 
hundred years ngo It was considered of 
such Interest that expeditions were dis- 
patched with orders. If possible, to trn 
verse the stream from end to end. Nere 
has never had credit for the promotions 

• Of ■ science, but it Is due to the dissipated 
monarch to say that the only two attempt 
of ancient times to uncover the luyster; 
•wore by' his order. The Emperor's explor- 
ers seem to have penetrated consld 
bevond the confluence of the While and 
Blue Niles, but their progress up the for- 
mer-stream was blocked by the vegetation, 
which has proved an almost lmnassnblo 
barrier' to- navigation, nnd concluding that 
they laid come to a marshy district, which 
was the true source of the rlvej, they 
returned nnd explored the Blue N'le. 

The - present century is the golden age 
of African exploration. Wolff, Junker. 
SehwOinfuTth; Do Callli, Walker, Do Brnz- 
za. Lenz.* Livingstone. Wlssmann. Cameron, 
Baker, Crant and Speke, their name Is 
legion, for Within the past -IS years over 
'GOO'boOks' have been printed of travels nnd 
explorations In Africa. 

The jnost important discovery which has 
resulted "from Hie labors of the African 
explorers ' is the one fact that Central 
Africa is one grand plateau, bounded on 
the north by a line running from ea«t to 
west, a -"little from the north of Khar- 
toum, on the oast limited by the coast 
nince of mountains nnd towards th ewest 
gradually sloplnir to the ocean. The fact 
that, save the Nile, every important river 
of Central and South Africa wns known 
to have'fnlls or cataracts close to the const 
was of Itself reirnrded as proof that t here 
must be much higher land in the interior, 
and long ago the existence of cataracts 
in the 'Upper Nile gave reason to believe 
that 'It -descended by successive leaps from 
the •Highlands of the Interior. This plateau, 
varying from 1.00(1 to 4.000 fe»t above 
the sen. Is- the land of promise. f >r. Ring 
as It does under the tropics, watered by 
neavy periodical rains. It form'' one 
the most fertile regions on the globe. 

Th" lake district, fnvornblv situated 
an altitude of about :i.000 feet above the 
sea. Is unquestionable the most desirable, 
and the known value of this recl'-n is 
sufficient Incentive to Oreat Britain 
make earnest efforts fnr its acquisition 
and retention. One of the most surprising 
things about the great lakes of Central 
Africa Is the fact that, although the larg- 
est or the group lies within 100 miles 
of the const, nnd rumors of their existence 
bad come down from very enrly times, 
those huge bodies of water were unknown 
to -Europeans until the middle of the pre- 
sent century.

Africa, but also to Egypt, which 
owes Its existence to the stream whlct 
drains this wealthy territory. The annual 
Inundation of the Nile is due altogeth 
to the tropical rains which fall In the lake 
territory, nnd 'the stream, a full grown 
giant at Its birth, flows from the Victoria 
Nyanza to the Albert Nynnza, and thence 
off to the north.

proaches the sea. At Cairo the Nile Is 
only one-half Its size at Berber, Just below 
the junction of the stream with the At- 
hara. the evaporation -jnd the absorption 
by the sandy soil of Egypt accounting 
for the difference. Egypt, therefore, owes 
its life to the region which Gen. Kitchener 
is now conquering for England. 

The lake region Is. ir the Lower Nile 
valley be excepted, them oat densely peo- 
pled port Ion of Africa. In the territory 
which falls within the spheres of English 
influence there are more tliau ninety na 
tive tribes, with i altogether an estimated 
population of from C.OOO.OWI to 10,000,000, 
There is a degree of civilization found no- 
where else among the negroes of the dark 
continent; there are governments firmly 
established, ancient dynasties, rulers wh( 
can point back to long" lines of royal an 
eestors; there are manufactories, mine.' 
and organized systems of laws; there nre 
courts and judges, police and members of 
the learned professions, somewhat prlml 
live In their adeas, it Is true, but never 
thelcss recognized by their people as law 
yers, physicians and priests. There an 
cities, well built, nnd whose municipal af- 
fairs are tolerably well administered, There 
aro classes of society ns sharply defined as 
In Europe; there is subdivision of labor 
nnd there ore merchants and trn-£ers 
busy nnil enterprising its those of any ot 
country la the world. Even the peasantry 
are fully clothed, and the sense of de- 
cency Is so far developed that the naked 
natives of other parts of the continent 
considered savages, 

The acme of this civilization Is reached 
in the Kingdom of Uganda, lying to th* 
west of Victoria Nyanzv, nnd In Detn Snell 
man, Ituhngn. Mrooll nnd other towns of 
this powerful native state there are stores 
where the silks, satins and jewellery of 
Europe are exposed for sale. European 
titles and ammunition are to be bad. and 
the products of Hngllsh mills nnd German 
factories find ready sale in the bazaars. 
If this Is the ease when everything foreign 
must be transported hundred of miles on 
the shoulders of men. It lf< plnin tlint nil 
ImmenBe market will be opened up to Eu- 
ropean merchants by speedy communica- 
tion, nnd hence the desire of the British to 
establish themselves fiwiily In this choice 
country. 

The British planH with regard to Central 
Africa comprise n railroad straight through 
the continent. A line hns now been con- 
structed by General Kitchener almost to 
Khartoum. In the south there In a line 



projected, while communication "with- 'the 
east const is to be hud -by a line already 
surveyed from Uganda; to Mombasa, with a 
branch south -to Zanzibar,- and thence, per- 
haps, through. Portuguese Africa to Dela- 
goa Bay. Bo far advanced are the .British 
plans that a member of ■ the Cabinet re- 
cently ventured the (.predict Ion that ' within 
the noxt twenty yearns this grand trans- 
African system -would bo completed. The 
British dominion now extends frofn Cape- 
town to Bake Tanganyika; -British East 
Africa begins north. of. the Victoria Nynnza 
the extends to Egypt, and between the two 
sections lies German East Africa, a stretch 
of about f>00 miles. No. doubt In the early 
future, . arrangements • will be made with 
the Congo Free State and the German em- 
pire to secure British communication, and 
then the dream will bo realized. A railroad 
through Central Africa forty years ago 
would have been deemed a wilder dream 
than any story of the "Arabian Nights," 
and vet through .British courage and energy 
the droam Is on the point of becoming an 
actuality.

FEMES OP POLITENESS 



MEXICANS ARE i UCH EVEN UNDER 
THE MO-ST PROVOKING CONDITIONS. 



Eatraviigimt Ways In Which Courteny and 
Affability Are Shown liy Persona of Vari- 
ous dames— Tho Same In Writing as In 
Speech. 

Tho principal characteristic of tho Mex- 
ican ia undoubtedly his unchanging cour- 
tosy. 

"OhyhowdeliclousIypoHto!" is nphrnse 
wo hoar ovory day from tho Hps of foroign 
ladles when they on joy tho not unusual 
sight! of two natives, raggod boyond de- 
scription perhaps, who stop a horso car in 
tho struct and keep it standing while each 
insists with elegant bows and flowing com- 
pliments that tho other preeude him in go- 
L»k up the stops. 

"After you, sir." 

"Not at all. I am unworthy of such a 
high honor." 

"I dare not tnl.o precedence sir." 

"It Is only what Is duo your superiority. 
Walk up, plea>o." 

"Not for all tho world. You uro en- 
titled to that preference. " 

This goes on for somo time, until tha 
car begins to movo, nnd both fling them- 
selves at onco upon tho stops, smnshiiigtbe' 
corns of another man standing on the plat- 
form, an accident that gives rlso to new 
effusions of good bleeding. 

"Oh, sir, how sorry I am to have trexl 
on your feet. I sincoroly entreat you to 
excuso my oversight." 

"Never mind," says the victim, gritting 
his teeth and with tears in his eyes, "it it 
an honor to bo trod on by you." 

"Thanks for your kindness." 

"I am myself in duty boumi to thank 
you. " 

In fact, dudes from over the- sea, or from 
across tho Hio Grando n\ny boast of their 
wealth and their Parisiaa. made trousers, 
belles of other lands of their golden tresses 
mid charming personalities, but no othor 
nation equals tho stately dignity of Mexi- 
can courtesy. 

If it is a great lusury to bo taught how 
to bow and what to do under all circum- 
stances by a gentleman who knows these 
things becauso ho belongs to tho European 
aristocracy and has behind him a lino of 
ancestors wlio behaved us well as they 
could in such matters, It is surprising to 
observe in a whole nation, oven in the 
humblest classes, courtesy not produced by 
artificial means, but gracefully and ro- 
flncdly practiced asa special endowment of 
nature. 

Persons in other countries nro rarely 
treated to such Ecenes as thoso we have at- 
tempted to doscr.'je, and to many they 
might appear exaggerated, but let thoso 
that doubt come and judge for themselves. 

I will cito a few authentic experiences in 
Illustration of tho subject: 

An American young lady was onco talk- 
ing with an old Mexican gentleman and 
eIio laughingly said something about hav- 
ing somo literary work to do. 

It was good to seo tho eld fellow's lm- 
prosslvo manner and air of perfect sincer- 
ity ns ho exclaimed: 

"Work! Miss, such lips as yours should 
never mention work. You should bo n 
queen and wear pearls as beautiful as those 
incased in your lovely mouth." 

Another young woman was ovorheard 
to say in English to her mother in thg 
theater: 

"Look at that Mexican girl. Do you 
like her? I think lisr nose is too long and 
ber features nro too sharp." 

Whereupon tjo Mexican girl said in hor 
most endearing tone in broken Kngllsh: 

"Miss, as God bestowed on you all tho 
attributes of perfect bt.nuty, very little was 
left for me. Believe toe, J6U are tho sweet- 
est creature I buvo laid r»y eyes on, and I 
never get. tired of looking at yC*lr charm- 
ing face. " 

Nowhere will tho stranger find nioro 
civility and kindness than among tho Mex- 
icans. 

Their houses, their families, thoir horses, 
their tlowors, their time, even their lives, 
aro placed, figuratively, at least, "at our 
disposition. " 

"A los pics do listed, sonora" (My lady, 
I am at your feet), is tho prescribed form 
of salutation from a gentleman who meets 
a lady, while if two gentlemen meet they 
address one another as follows: "Beso a 
usted la mano (I kiss your hand). 

The same applies to written correspond- 
ence. A note from a gentleman to a lady 
ends in this wise: "Hoy do V., senoru, 
ntccto scrvidor, Q. SS. PP.B." Tho in- 
itials are for "quo sus pies besa," nnd tho 
whole phraso stands for "I am, my lady, 
your attentive servant who kisses your 
feet." 

]f a gontlemnn is addressed In writing, 
only his hands are kissed, not his foot. 

These formulas aro followed not only by 
tho rlchor, but by all classes. As to the 
poorest, their courtesy toward ono nnothor 
is widely different from tho gruff, boorish 
intercourse of tho plebeians of other na- 
tions. 

Tho poor of Mexico cannot frame a sen- 
tence without employing one or moro 
terms of endearment: 

"Oomo estas, mi alma?" (How nro yon, 
my SOU IP) Tho words they address each 
other speak of tho gentle consideration for 
the feelings of their neighbors which char- 
acterizes tho race and emanates from spon- 
taneous conrtosy. 

A Mexican gentleman will nover permit 
a lady to descend tho stairs unaccompa- 
nied. Ho takes her softly by tho hand or 
offers his arm to assist her in going down 
tho steps, and only takes leave of her at 
the door, when ho docs not insist in leav- 
ing tho lady at hor own homo. 

Love is moro tho business of lifo In Mex- 
ico thnn in northern climes; perhaps bo- 
on uso other people have moro diversions 
than wo have. The ladylove is ardently 
styled "tho very eyes of mo," but; that does 
not prevent the Mexican beau, wheusturig 
by jealousy, from denouncing lovo as 
treacherous. 

"Sinco there is no help, I bow before 
you, kiss your feet and depart," is tho be- 
coming way in which the unrequited lover 
takes leave of tho girl that has given him 
the cold shoulder. 

Race, of courso, has had its influence in 
promoting this spirit of courtesy and ci- 
vility. It is an inheritance from tho old 
colonial days. 'The descendants of the 
viceroy and "oidores" of Now Spain no- 
quired by tho exercisoof power and wealth 
a certain advantage of manner and tone 
transmitted through several generations to 
tho Mexicans of today, and high brooding 
was tho result in all classes that caino in 
contact with tho old Spanish cavaliers or 
with their offspring. 

It may bo sot down as a certainty tlyit 
no socioty is moro rellncd than that where 
n poor peon has tho manners of a gentle- 
man. — Two Republics. 

Iu tho early days of tho eighteenth con- 
ury tho consumption of beer in England 
mounted to •!!! gallons per inhabitant. In 
bsa thu proportion stood ut 27 gallons.

Pnplea«an»-Erperl«ncB of n tajnura In e 
Xluiutiiay Balloon. 

"Sinae.Iioamo to Washington "I hnvo 
bad not' less- tbnn a dozen invitations 
by friends. to< accompany them to tho 
top of , the Washington monument, but 
each bass been declinod with thanks," 
said J. M. Underwood of California. 

"Thore isa't money enough in the 
•world, to. tempt me to go to the top of 
the mojiumeat. I recall with n shudder 
ono time- in my lifo when I went up 
high enough to moro than satisfy me, 
end I. made a solomu vow then that if 1 
lived to get back to torra flrma I would 
aponditharest of my lifo as near to. .the 
•arth as possiblo. 

"How was it? Well, I don't mind 
tolling: yon if I do not boro you. Dur- 
ing the war the government employed 
Professor Low, an aeronaut, to , make 
Bsonusious in the interest of tho Union 
army. It was practicable, inasmuch as 
the movements of tho enemy could be 
easily watched. At Yorktown,. Va»„ ono 
day Genoral Fitz John Porter, who was 
then in command, made an ascoasion 
with Professor Low, and I accompanied 
him. 

"Usually two soldiors were, detailed 
to accompany tho professor,- On this oo- 
easiou .only ono was necessary; Tho two 
men who had beon previously detailed 
began to quibblo among themselves as 
to who should go, and tho captain of 
our company finally save tha order that 
neither should go. 

" 'What's the niattor ■with your go-, 
ing, Underwood?' the captain said tonio. 

"I didn't stop to think what I was 
getting into and assented at onco. Tho. 
balloon wus controlled by ropes attached, 
to windlasses on the ground. Two sol^ 
diers wcro usually stationed at these, 
windlassos, and they pulled tho balloon 
back to earth upon a signal from the 
professor. On this occasion tho men at 
tho windlasses lot us up several hun- 
dred feet, and as tho professor was 
about to survey tho onomj' with his 
glass something gnvo way down below, 
and we began soaring away into space 

"Higher and higher wo went, the 
windlasses dangling at tho end of the 
ropos in tho air. Professor Low took in 
tho situation coolly and seemed appar- 
ently at homo tho higher wo got. 

" 'Wo will go up until wo get into 
another current of air,' ho said to Gen- 
eral Porter and me as ho caught hold o' 
a valve. 

" 'Don't bo alarmed, ns we shall get 
back all right, but I caution you not tr 
look downward. ' 

"If ho hadn't admonished us not to, 
I presume that I wouldn't have thought 
of it. At tho timo I was standing up iu 
tho basket, with my gun in ono hand. 
With tho other hand I had a firm grip 
On ono of tho ropes that held tho basket 
My Yankee curiosity assorted itself, and 
I looked down. God forbid that I may 
ever again have such foelings.

General Porter was as cool as a cucum- 
ber, though I recall that, ho expressed 
himself as feeling moro socuro when wo 
returned to terra firma. Tho balloon, 
after tho windlasses became disengaged, 
bad floated over the onemy and toward 
Richmond. 

"That experience away from earth 
was enough for mo. Not much do I care 
to visit tho top of tho monument. I 
nover look at it without a shudder."— 
Washington Star. 



Itusslau Ilortcs. 

The land whoro animals aro raisod in 
largo numbers is not always tho laud 
where they aro best loved. Russia, 
ho .vovor, which is, says Mr. W. Dur- 
ban iu The Contemporary Review, tho 
greatest horso brooding country in the 
world, is tho country whoro the horso 
is both loved and appreciated. 

"I nover in all my wanderings," says 
Mr. Durban, "saw a pony or steed of 
any sort that seoined to bo in a bad con- 
dition through ill usago. The drosky 
drivers of Moscow put our London cab- 
men to shame in this respect. Thoy may 
abuso each other vooiferously, they may 
cheat you roundly, but they uovor abuse 
their horses. " 

Tho supply of fine horsos makes it a 
constant luxury to travel in Russia. 
Tho population is chiofly dependent 
upon tho tarantass, or rough, partly 
hooded van; tho telega, or country cart; 
tho littlo drosky, and tho capital troi- 
ka, or threo horso carriago. Nothing do- 
lights n driver so much as dashing along 
at headlong speed, with three spirited 
horsos harnessed to a troika. With tho 
whips cracidug, tho boll3 ringing, tho 
drivor singing at tho top of his voico, 
the two outer horses flying oil at on an- 
gle as wide as possiblo, the troika in 
full speed is a splendid sight.

really beautiful animal, plump, sloek 
and ovidently puttod. 

There must assuredly bo a good side 
to Russian oharacter, or the people 
would not be as fond as they aro of 
their horsos and thoir childron. Tho 
two loves are ingrained into the very 
heart of the nation,

WATEWNG TREES IN AUTUMN. 

Perhaps many will think that the fall 
of the year Is not the proper tliuu to water 
trees, but the fact is It la uiueli more Im- 
portant that orchard lima sliould be thor- 
oughly llouded during autumn than at any 
other season, especially if the latter part 
of the summer and early autumn lias been 
exceedingly dry, says 'the Orange Judd 
l'anner. If the ground it allowed to freeze 
about the trees without application of 
moisture, the chances are Ufa will be 
pxtfmct by the following sprlug. There 
Is [a great deal of talk about dry sum- 
mers killing ornamental and fruit, trees. 
In my opinion, it is not the dry summer, 
but the lack of moisture just before thu 
ground freezes. This being the ease late 
autumn is the time to water, and by so 
doing the trees will come out in good 
shape iu the sprlug and make a satisfac- 
tory growth, if allowed to freeze up dry, 
the severe cold during the winter impov- 
erishes the trees, and next spring they 
are puny and sickly, with not sufficient 
vitality to carry them through the sum- 
mer. 

The best way to Apply the water with 
the east waste Is to select a solid stick 
of timber two fert long nnd about four 
inches In diameter and sharpen one end 
to a point tapering back to . within six 
Inches ot the top. Drive this down about 
19 Inches close to the main root of tho 
tree. Remove It and till the hole with 
water. Repeat every evening until the 
loots are thoroughly soaked. The hole 
sliould be covered with a stone to prevent 
evaporation and filling up. After the pro- 
cess is completed, 1111 the hole up with 
earth. The best time for dolug this work 
Is the latter part of October or the llrst 
week In November. This may seem like 
a great deal of work, but It is better to do 
this than to see groves and orchards die. 

CARE OP COWS. 

Professor Itobcrtson in his report says: 
Since there Is an active demand in the 
bomfe markets of Canada, as well as In 
Creat Britain, for line creamery butter 
made during the winter, and since It Is 
quite practicable to carry on the business 
in such a way as to produce a good article, 
what is needed is such high Improvement 
in the methods of producing and bundling 
milk and la the methods of manufacturing 
anil marketing butter as will reduce the 
cost as low as possible and give the pro- 
duct the highest exchange value. At the 
dairyman's home end of the business there 
are difficulties still to bo overcome. 

A milking cow Is a sensitive animal nnd 
responds quickly In her milk yield to fa- 
vorable and unfavorable conditions. A 
comfortable stable is essential to pro- 
fitable winter dairying. The requisites; 
are that the stable be well lighted and 
moderately warm. The temperature should 
not go below 4"> degrees, nor above 05. 
It sliould be kept clean, aud the cows 
must b" kept, clean. Currying the cows 
once a day in the stnble will often In- 
crease the yield of milk per cow, and add 
as much to the net revenue from the herd 
as though the price of butter was raised 
two cents a pound. An uncomfortable con- 
dition will prevent a cow from giving her 
maximum yield of milk, and will not con- 
duce towards letting milk be of the best 
quality. Where the cow stables are old 
aad badlv constructed, they may be made 
at least comfortable in a temporary way 
by nailing boards around the inside and 
siuftilug closely between them and the 
outside wall with straw. 

It Is n good plan to whitewash the In- 
side of the cow stable twice a year. That 
practice In the stables of Great Britain 
Us contributed greatly to the hnttfefnl- 
aess of the cattle, and doubtless also to 
tlielr productiveness.

If the most prolific hens aro retained 
and the worthless ones marketed, a great 
Improvement would soon result It Is the 
keeping or tne drones that makes the ex- 
penses large and receipts small.

A SURVEYORS TROUBLES. 

Mr. Ferguson Applies to the Courts to 
Make the Examiners Admit Him 
to Practice, 

Mr. John C. Ferguson, M.I.C.E., 
wishes to be admitted as a provincial 
land surveyor, but the board of examin- 
ers decline to admit him unless be passes 
nn examination similar to that of ordin- 
ary pupils; hence Mr. Ferguson is ap- 
pealing to the courts. Mr. A. D. Crease 
on his behalf applied before Mr. Justice 
Martin yesterday for a summons to 
sue calling upon the board of examiners 
to show why a mandamus should not 
issue. Mr. Ferguson is an engineer of 
25 years' standing, and entitled to the 
letters M.I.C.E. after his name and he 
has been employed as engineer in con- 
nection with the Surrey municipality 
dyking scheme. It is contended on his 
behalf that sub-section (a) of section '.'> 
of the Land Surveyors' act provides that 
all that is required of a member of a 
chartered institute of civil engineers be- 
fore they can practice as a provincial 
surveyor is that the candidate must re- 
side a year in the province and satisfy 
the examiners as to his knowledge of 
the provincial system of surveying. The 
examiners, on the other hand, claim that 
he has to pass the ordinary examinations 
similar to that of a pupil in the prov- 
ince. Mr. Justice Martin granted the 
application to issue the summons and 
the argument was set down for Friday.

history. To all conversant with the po 
litieal history of Canada the present 
situation will recall the "double shuffle" 
incident. The Hon. Geo. Brown was 
called on to form a ministry; Sir .Ed- 
mund Head was then Governor-General 
Did he give the Hon. George Brown full 
control of the finances of the country'.' 
No. The Governor was careful to stipu- 
late that there would have to be a par 
Iiamentary vote. His Excellency wrote 
"Any item of supply absolutely neces 
sary should he provided for by a vot< 
of credit, and the money for the repairs 
of canals, which cannot be postponed, 
should : be voted." It is true the house 
was sitting at the time, but it is to be 
remarked that His Excellency sent a 
memorandum to the Hon. Mr. Geor 
Brown which stated that he gave "no 
pledge or promise, expressed or implied, 
with reference to the dissolving of par- 
liament." Here we nave the Attorney- 
General of a government that has never 
had the votes of the legislative assem- 
bly calmly stating that if defeated there 
will be a dissolution— surely this personal 
government must Inne some limit t 
career; if . not some power must be 
brought to bear to check its unconsti 
tutional course.' The Hon. Georg( 
Brown having selected the members o 
his proposed ministry so advised the 
Governor-General and the government 
formed took olllce but were at once de 
featcd .on a vote in the house. Then it 
was that the Hon. George Brown urged 
an immediate prorogation with a -view 
to dissolution. The exact course that 
the Hon. Mr. Joseph Martin proposes 
This, however, was not acceded to by 
the Governor-General, and ought not b 
acceded to by the Lieutenant-Governor 
here. What was Sir Edmund Head's 
answer to the Hon. George Brow::'.' 
That he could not give any hopes .of 11 
dissolution. An expressed reason of Sir 
Edmund Head against dissolution was 
the following, which now obtains in 
British Columbia to-day: "An election 
took place only last winter. This fact 
is not -conclusive against a second elec- 
tion now, hut the costs and ineonveni 
ence of such a proceeding are so great 
that they ought not bo incurred a sec- 
ond time without very strong grounds.' 
The constitutional course— if we can ex- 
pect the constitutional course to bi 
adopted — will be for the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor to send for some one who can out 
of the present legislative assembly form 
a government that will receive the su]>- 
port of a majority of the votes of the 
house. In this way this personal gov 
eminent will be defeated and again w 
will have constitutional government ii 
force in British Columbia. I feel satis- 
tied that the good sense and wisdom of 
the elected representatives of the people 
will be evidenced by an immediate de- 
feat of the oligarchy now in power, and 
out of the members elected a strong gov- 
ernment can be formed devoid of section 
al feelings. Failing this, then, if then 
must be an appeal to tiie country, tin 
answer of the people will be given even 
more decisive than that of the people's 
representatives, and for ever more will 
such unconstitutional procedure be made 
impossible by the heavy verdict render- 
ed against those who have with such 
el'frontry seized the reins of government 
British Columbia is to-day the laughing 
stock of our neighbors to the south. 
They say to us: "How long hare 3-011 
preached of your liberty, your rational 
form of government, so representative 
of the people, yet we see the spectacle 
of the people's wishes being set at naught 
and a Lieutenant-Governor who is not 
responsible to the people sitting in judg- 
ment on the people and imposing a gov- 
ernment upon them which is not in ac- 
cordance with the voice of the people, 
but a mere personal government." We 
are compelled to admit that such is the 
present situatioft "find our boasted free- 
dom and rsporisible government is at an 
end if this is to continue. 

The whole trouble has been that the 
Lieutenant-Governor has been badly ad- 
vised and it is indeed a sorry spectacle 
at this late date of constitutional free- 
dom and responsible government that 
such a happening was possible. To think 
that men were found who were possess- 
ed of the temerity to take office under 
the circumstances is beyond understand- 
ing; the explanation, though, is the 
same as that which obtained with the 
Hon. (ieorge Brown: it is the thirst for 
ctliee that controlled. 

In this day with the long history of 
constitutional government and in view of 
the custom that has prevailed, the Hon. 
Mr. Turner should have been permitted 
to meet the house, and if the Lieutenant- 
Governor had thought that: the exigency 
of the moment required it he could have 
insisted on the legislative assembly being 
at once summoned. Then it would have 
been a matter for the representatives of 
the people to pass upon those- responsible 
' to the people. To turn a government out 
of olllce is a serious act and not to be 
done without good cause. Had it been 
that the Hon. Mr. Turner was defeated 
in the general election, I feel satisfied 
that his resignation would have at once 
followed, but even then he could have 



constitutionally asked that he should be 
permitted to meet the house. The words 
of John Bright .pertinent to the subject 
under discussion are worthy of note: 
"Whenever I join in a vote to put gen- 
tlemen out of office, it shall be for some- 
thing that the country will clearly un- 
derstand — something that shall offer u 
chance of good to some portion of the 
British Empire— something that shall of- 
fer a chance of advancing distinctly the 
great principles for which we, if we are 
a party at all on this side of the house, 
profess to care." Now what was the 
reason for the Lieutenant-Governor's 
dismissal of Mr. Turner? Was it some- 
thing that offered a chance for good to 
some portion of British Columbia'.' I 
must fain admit, that I cannot under- 
stand the reason nor the advantage by 
the dismissal. Neither do I think do 
(be, people at large. The advantage that, 
obtains, I fear, is that we have lost con- 
stitutional and responsible government— 
in other words, we have retrograded at 
least a century, and still British Colum- 
bia's citizens remain quiet, without public 
clamor and would appear to submit to 
that which revolts them.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 



Sir: Mr. Hayward, in his letter, pub- 
lished in Sunday's issue of the Colonist, 
while endeavoring to make out a good 
case for the trustees, carefully avoids 
touching upon the real question at issue 
between the trustees and the council, 
lie says: '"This last act of the council 
makes it apparent, that they are contend- 
ing not only to control the expediture, 
but also to determine for what purposes 
and to whom the school funds are to lie 
paid." 

The reply to that statement is that 
the council has never in any way at 
templed to control the expenditure, ex 
cept in requesting them to reduce their 
estimates within the amount at the dis- 
posal of the council for school purposes, 
which they declined to do. 

The real question at issue is: Are the 
trustees entitled to demand out of the 
general revenue of the corporation all 
and any money they may require in ex- 
cess of the amount provided by the per 
capita allowance and the special rate 
The trustees claim that they have th 
right to demand it, while the council 
claim that they are only entitled to the 
amounts raised by the above mentioned 
sources of revenue, viz., about $43,000. 
And that is the question the council 
wishes to have settled, as, if the conten- 
tion of the trustees be correct, it be 
comes, with demands for school purposes 
increasing faster than the municipal 
revenue, only a question of time when 
there will be no revenue left to the 
council after the trustees have had all 
they may demand, and the fixed charges 
of the corporation are paid. 

The council does not admit that the 
school trustees have any greater right 
to the revenue tax than they have ti 
the other general rates of the corpora 
tlon, as the act conveying that tax to 
the municipalities does not mention 
schools, but simply says for " municipal 
purposes." 

Mr. Hayward's taking credit for th 
trustees "avoiding the expensive en- 
tanglements of a lawsuit to which they 
have received .the most pressing invita- 
tion," is scarcely warranted by the facts. 
The council has at all times tried to 
avoid "a lawsuit" in the matter, and 
has wished to have the question settled 
by a "special case," in which each party 
would set out the points on which it 
relied, and the facts would be stated 
more completely than in any other way, 
and at small expense. With this object 
in view, I wrote, on February 2.") last, 
the following letter to the secretary of 
the board of school trustees, and had the 
trustees agreed to the course suggested 
at that time, the matter could have been 
decided some months ago, without in- 
convenience to any persons by the post- 
ponement of payments due to them by 
the trustees, but the trustees preferred 
to let matters drift until all the money 
to which they were clearly entitled was 
spent, except, the sums specifically appro- 
priated for teachers' salaries. The fol- 
lowing is my letter: 

Feb. 2.".. 1808. 
B, Williams, Esq., Secretary of School 
Trustees of Victoria, City: 
Dear Sir: I have the honor to re- 
mind you that the council has received 
no reply to its letter of the 8th instant 
requesting the board to reduce their est! 
mates so as to bring them within tin 
$43,000, the amount furnished by tin 
per capita allowance and the special tax 
for school purposes, and to request, wit 
reference to the difference of opinion at 
present existing between the council and 
school trustees, that the trustees may, as 
soon us possible, take action, in order to 
enforce their demand as against the 
council. The corporation will assist in 
every way lawful, a speedy detennina 
Hon of the matter, and with that: object 
will consent to a submission, in any legal 
way, to the Supreme court of the ques- 
tion of the interpretation of the statutes 
By such a course the doubt will be re- 
moved by the judge. If in favor of the 
corporation's contention, then your board 
will have an opportunity of applying to 
the legislature, now in session, for such 
amendments of the law as may be neces 
Miry to enable further sums for school 
purposes to be raised. Should the deci- 
sion be in favor of the board, the cor- 
poration will have to devise some plan 
for meeting the demands of your boa 

I need hardly suggest to your hoard 
(he advisability of such a course of 
action, in order to have a speedy deter- 
mination of the doubts of each body 

The council, being trustees of Ihe 
ratepayers at: large, would not be justi- 
fied in appropriating greater sums for 
the purposes of your board than author- 
ized by law. Nor would your board be 
justified in incurring expenditure in ex- 
cess of the sums prescribed by the stat- 
utes. In case such sums prove Insuflb 
cienf, in your opinion, now is the time 
to obtain further authorization from the 



legislature, nnd avoid the danger of 
having to t«ose the schools luAcr for 
want of funds to properly maiulu in them, 
a cons'jqtje'ucc which would tie as la- 
mentable then as easily avoidable now, 
it steps are taken immediately. 

The council being as much interested 
in the maintenance ot the efficiency of 
the XsehooVs as ybtir board, will be only 
too rilling to assist in every way to have 
the question of 'the limit of funds for 
such purposes, settled definitely. 

The council's legal advisers inform us 
(bat the matter could be determined by 
lifae courts within a week, and practically 
without expewse. 

An early answer will bo greatly appre- 
ciated.

The question of maintaining the public 
schools is, like every other matter which 
involves -expenditure of money, one of 
taxation, and the council feels -.hat, as 
the expenditure of school funds is one 
over which it has no control, it should 
not be asked to contribute to the same 
out of its general revenue, but contends 
that all funds necessary for maintaining 
the schools above what the per capita 
allowance produces, should be raised by 
special rale, and as two mills are not 
sufficient, let the council have power " 
levy ui) to three mills, if necessary, 
which case the rate would depend upon 
the amount of money the trustees de- 
manded, and the responsibility for the 
rate would be on the shoulders of the 
trustee's, who have the spending of the 
money, and not upon the council, who 
would simply collect it and hand it over 
to the trustees to spend. 

The trustees wisii toliave tbe money to 
spend, but do not want the responsibility 
and odium which attaches to levying the 
rate, and that is the reason why they 
have been so opposed to having the 
proper standing of the two bodies clearly 
defined. . 

The council is equally desirous Wltll 
tin- trustees that the efficiency of the 
schools should remain unimpaired, and 
is ready to do all in its power to enable 
them to so maintain them, but the trus- 
tees did not show a desire to assist tin: 
council when they were informed thn 
the estimates, nmounttng to $49,900, 
were $0,000 in excess of the amoun 
available for school purposes, and were 
asked to reduce them to that amount 
The trustees made no endeavor to meet 
Ihe council in the matter, but declined 
to make any reduction whatever, and 
the council, feeling that $0,000 could not 
lie spared out of the general revenue for 
school purposes, then decided to adhere 
strictly to the moneys provided by the 
per capita allowance and the special 
rate. 

Mr. Hayward now says that the total 
expenditure for the year will be 
$45,305.37, being $2,395.30 in excess of 
the $43,000 which was at their disposal. 
Had the trustees at the time said that 
thev could not reduce their estimates to 
less than from $45.00 to $40,000, I have 
no doubt the council, while not admitting 
their right to demand it, would have 
voted an additional amount of $2,500 or 
$3,000 out of the general revenue, befor 
that revenue was all appropriated, whei 
the larger amount of $0,000 could not b 
spared.

Fortunately this is not 
Col. Prior's idea, but let him beware that 
be is not checkmated by others in this 
matter, and it would be interesting to 
know whether he or any one else can give 
any good reason why the real property 
qualification should not be done_ away 
with along with aldermen's salaries. 

Of course the same old suggestion of 
municipal reform associations are trot- 
ted out, but like previous ones, if started 
they will die the usual death of inanition 
Let Col. Prior select for himself a com- 
mittee of at most fifteen active enthusi- 
astic business men of all classes (figure 
heads barred) who by previous experi- 
ence can be relied upon to attend all 
meetings and work with a will, and who 
may confer or report to the public if 
necessary from time to time, through the 
press or at public meetings, and he will 
do more gooil than all the mutual admir- 
ation associations that were ever started.

Proposition, 

New York, Oct. '2.— At the annual meet- 
ing of tho North American 1'ncht Racing 
Union helil at the Windsor hotel to-day 
Important changes were made in the rac- 
ing roles. A conclusion has been reached 
that the length and sail area rule now in 
ferce must be done away with aud sonie- 
tning else substituted. 

01 ail Hi,, formulas considered the only 
one that has had a fair trial with good re- 
mits Is the girth rule. In Its report the 
council sold of this rule: "It has proven 
to be a just measurer of speed. It ] 
allzcs 110 oat! It taxes size, power and pro- 
pelling force only to the extent of equal 
izlng the chances of winning with boats <il 
different types bioiight togetner in their 
legitimate classes. The adoption of this 
rule would promote International uniform- 
ity, the benefits of which to this union 
would be unquestioned, it Is quite unlikely 
that any changes will be made In this nde 
without an interna tlonnl conference In 
which our union would then have a prom- 
litent part.". 

The council then submitted the rules re- 
lating to measurement, classification and 
crews and recommended the adoption of 
tllom by the union. There were several 
protests against this but the rules were 
adopted. Secretary .tones moved that thn 
name of the North American Yacht Kae 
lag Union lie changed to the Yacht ltaeinj: 
Union of North America, which was done.
